I have cut bottom plates of 
aluminum to fit several nice deep cartons. 
The plates are easily cleaned, the cartons 
last fairly long and best of all—there is 
no scatter on the floor.

SAFETY FIRST

I recently became a subscriber to your 
magazine when it was brought to my at- 
tention when I purchased an Abyssinian 
kitten. 

I hope to be a permanent subscriber 
and each issue is always opened with sin- 
cere anticipation. In fact, as soon as it 
arrives in the mail I drop everything and 
look at it. I thoroughly enjoy reading 
about the experiences of other subscribers 
as well as the articles on “Tips to the 
Novice” and “Question Box”. And, of 
course, I always look forward to the in- 
triguing pictures that accompany Cats 
Magazine. 

As I recently took up temporary em- 
ployment and since we did not want to 
risk our pet cats being in danger by run- 
ning loose on the streets, my husband 
constructed a covered enclosure of chicken 
wire about 15 feet long and five feet wide. 
This enclosure has an entrance through 
our back bedroom window. A ramp reaches 
from the window to the ground and a 
long shelf runs along the side a few feet 
off the ground for them to sun on. We also 
tacked a length of rug to the ramp for 
easier entrance and exit. 

This arrangement has turned out very 
well. The cats have access to the outside 
and are able to come and go as they please, 
though they are limited as to distance. 
They are eating well and get plenty of 
exercise. 

At first we thought of this as only a 
temporary thing, but since we live on a 
rather well-traveled street and the six-foot 
fence surrounding our house affords little 
or no obstacle at all to our cats, we are 
thinking of continuing it. We modify this 
somewhat on weekends and generally let 
them wander since we are home and avail- 
able in case of emergency. 

Besides our Aby we also have a Black 
Longhair with green eyes. Though he is 
not purebred he is a darling and he and the 
Aby get along very well together. They 
are both altered males and neither cats 
have shown any sign of being badly indis- 
posed by this operation. My Aby has been 
a little nervous, but that is gradually dis- 
appearing.

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THE PET CAT IN ART 


by Eloise Haveman 


For many thousands of years in every 
country where her charm is known the 
cat has been a favorite of the artist. From 
the early days of Egypt and in Japan, 
China, and Europe the great sculptors 
and painters have found in the cat the 
inspiration for great art. 

There are many masterpieces where the 
feline is the full center of attraction, but 
there are also the timeless paintings where 
perhaps only a small part, but a most 
important one, is contributed by the cat. 
Of special interest are the Dutch genre 
paintings of the seventeenth century and 
the English portraits of the next where 
the family cat has so often crept in. 

In Hogarth’s painting of the Graham 
Children the head and shoulders of a 


Shorthair cat who would do well in any 
of today’s shows is pictured with one paw 
clinging to the back of the chair where 
the seated boy is playing the hand organ. 
Although a canary is in a cage nearby, 
Pussy stares “out front” with a glassy, 
out-of-the-world look suggesting interest, 
not in the canary, but in the fay effect 
of the music. 

However, it is to the Dutch masters 
that we must go for the serenity and 
comfort where the cat holds her place and 
is at the same time an asset to the artist’s 
goal. 

In mildly counterpointing the sincere 
piety which furnishes the atmosphere of 
Nicholaes Maes’ painting variously known 
as Asking a Blessing and Woman Pray- 
ing, a cat contributes a touch of humor

and suspense. Its impatient claws hooked 
desperately into the tablecloth are en- 
dangering not only the bread, jug, and 
knife, but also thé fish platter and the 
gravy dish!

The Sick 
Lady, a handsome, delicate young woman 
seated, waits with languid grace while the 
physician standing behind her holds up a 
test vial for examination. Resting be- 
tween a brocaded tablecloth and the lady’s 
skirts, is a small cat whose folded paws 
and patient expression reflect impatient 
waiting. Ears poised unobtrusively at a 
listening angle, our friend seems to be 
saying, “Well? I’m waiting to hear the 
diagnosis! If, that is, he ever comes up 
with it!”

“Tips to

Many of you know that I have extended 
my activities in the Cat Fancy to serving 
as Judge in the cat shows. Of course, my 
particular duty is to compare every cat 
with the show standards and to reach a 
decision as to which of the cats best meet 
these standards—then, to award the rib- 
bons and trophies designated for them. 

There is no need for me to give you a 
run-down on individual winners for these 
listings on every show are regularly pub- 
lished in another part of this magazine. 
However, you may find it interesting to 
read little sidelights of events that have 
happened in the course of my judging. 
Many times there are exciting moments in 
a show which I feel are deserving of at- 
tention. Little things which may be pleas- 
ant or sad or have some significant mean- 
ing could be passed on to you. Therefore, 
from time to time, expect little stories 
that have meant a great deal to me at the 
moment. I hope that you, too, will share 
my enthusiasm in the re-telling of these 
incidents. 

Perhaps some of you may recall a story 
I brought to you about “Old Grandpap”. 
I have never forgotten that cat, and do 
you remember how I described him as 
being a superb cat—one that could have 
given his more aristocratic brethren a run 
for the honors? In the neighborhood he 
was called “that big old alley cat,” but in 
the Fancy, we do not call them alley cats 
but have given them the more fitting name 
of Domestic Shorthair. The rules for 
judging have given us a standard which 
all DSH cats must conform to, and I have 
always felt that Old Grandpap was one 
cat that was the equivalent of those rules. 
Yes, he was a wonderful cat. 

In the St. Louis show, you can imagine 
my surprise and delight when a DSH Cat 
was brought before me that was the clos- 
est approach to the type of Old Grandpap 
that I had ever expected to see. Except 
for the color of the fur they could have 
been twin brothers. As I ran my hands 
over this cat I must admit that a tear came 
to my eyes because of the remarkable re- 
semblance which brought back to me 
memories of a grand old cat. This was an 
excellent cat and was deserving of the 
Best Cat Award which I gave him. (Old 
Grandpap, if you are looking down from 
up there in Cat Heaven—that one was 
for vou, too.) 

We must never lose sight of the fact 
that a really fine cat, regardless of its color 
or breed, must have equal rights in any 
show against all comers. There are many 
breeders of the Domestic Shorthair vari- 
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ety of cats that have been striving to en- 
hance their beauty, and it was my honest 
opinion that this particular cat was a 
credit to the Fancy and was deserving of 
the win I awarded to it. Beauty is where 
you find it, and he was a beautiful cat. The 
owner is to be commended for the splendid 
results she has attained through selective 
breeding and should be congratulated for 
bringing to the shows a cat of such out- 
standing beauty and type. 

At the Empire Show, preparations were 
being made to judge the class of Blue 
Persian Males. I could sense an unusual 
amount of activity amongst the spectators 
out in front of me, for the number of 
people in the audience was growing larger 
and larger by the minute. Naturally, 1 
had no idea of what the excitement was 
all about, but it appeared to me there must 
be something special about this class com- 
ing up. We judges are the least informed 
persons in regard to what is going on— 
all we know is that there are cats to be 
judged, with each one being given a num- 
ber instead of a name or any other form 
of recognition. Therefore, we go about 
our business at hand and let the spec- 
tators keep their knowledge of anything 
that could be called unusual about to 
happen. I proceeded with my judging of 
the cats and when I came to one cat in 
particular I noticed a hush fall over the 
crowd and somehow felt that this cat 
before me was the reason why everybody 
was there. As I ran my hands over him I 
could also see that indeed, here was a fine 
specimen. He could have had better color 
but all in all, he had everything a good 
Blue should have. I took a little extra care 
in determining just how good he was and 
believe me, with each passing moment, the 
audience seemed to grow more tense. I was 
convinced that this cat was a very good 
cat and could hold his own in any compe- 
tition. I completed the examination and 
returned him to his cage. After this I 
picked up the ribbons of award and when 
I placed the Blue Ribbon on his cage the 
crowd let loose with enthusiastic applause. 
I was taken aback for I did not know why 
this unusual feeling was expressed, and as 
I looked out over the crowd I noticed 
that here and there a tear was being shed. 
Naturally, I became excited about the 
whole thing but would have to wait until 
the completion of all the judging to find 
out what it was all about. 

When the complete story was unfolded 
to me I felt a certain glow of satisfaction 
that I had been responsible for bringing 
a great deal of happiness to those present. 
It so happens that this cat was once upon 
a time a big winner in the shows but had 
been shunted around from one owner to 
another until it was finally brought to the 
Bide-A-Wee Home for animals in New 
York City. The Bide-A-Wee Home is a 
wonderful institution that places unwanted 
pets in new homes. A lady came into the 
Home inquiring about a pet, especially a 
cat, and the attendent had shown her this 
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Blue male. Although it was a bit dishev- 
elled-looking she thought him to be a 
lovely cat and decided to take him. Upon 
inquiring what the charges might be she 
was informed that a donation would be 
welcomed. She was also told that the cat 
was a pedigreed cat and she could have 
the papers if she so desired. Needless to 
say, she accepted the kind offer. 

Like everything else, time passes on and 
the winter season was in full swing when 
she noticed that he was growing lovelier 
by the day. Hearing about the show which 
was to be held in White Plains, near New 
York, she decided to enter him. Before 
the show, she returned to the Bide-A-Wee 
Home and asked if they could bathe and 
groom the cat for he was due to appear 
at the show. The good people at the Home 
were very happy to do so for they consid- 
ered it quite an honor that a cat from their 
Home was to be exhibited. So they got to 
work and had done a very good job with 
the cat. News of this was spread around 
before the show and was a well-known 
incident in the show room. This is why 
so many people had come to see if a poor 
unwanted cat could regain some of its 
former prestige. When I learned the story 
I felt good all over that I had been instru- 
mental in bringing him back into the 
limelight. 

No cat deserved a better fate than this 
big, lovable, gentle and affectionate Rollo. 
Although he had made many wins before, 
I am sure that this one lonely Blue Ribbon 
will mean more to the present owner than 
anything else, and it will be proudly and 
prominently displayed in her home. Rollo 
can now exist in peace and contentment 
until his, dying day for he has, at last, 
found a home where he will be forever 
loved. It was no fault of his that he would 
be destined never to sire or produce 
progeny, as handsome as himself. 

One thing I have always believed in was 
the idea that I could get along with cats. 
I have been gifted with the knack of being 
able to gain the confidence of them, and so 
far they have all behaved beautifully with 
me in the shows. Of course, I knew that 
someday, somewhere, I would receive my 
baptism of fire and would be the recipient 
of an injury. 

At the Wm. Penn Show, everything was 
going along quite well, the cats were be- 
having fine and the judging was proceed- 
ing along very expeditiously. During the last 
hour of the show, disaster struck. I had 
just about finished judging one of the cats 
and was about to return him to his cage 
when some unthinking individual decided 
at that moment to take a flash picture. The 
sudden blinding light frightened the cat 
and it went temporarily uncontrollable. 
The thought uppermost in my mind was 
to hold the cat down so that it could not 
run wildly about and maybe bringing some 
injury to the spectators. In the process 
the cat inflicted a painful bite on my hand.

She was perfectly trained and then suddenly has 
started this habit of not using her tray.

If you have her trained to use a pan, I would suggest putting 
it in a different place or changing to some other litter than tha 
you are now using. It may be that there is some disturbance of 
the urinary tract and the irritation would cause her to urinate 
wherever she is. The use of a urinary antiseptic might help if 
the situation was due to this trouble. 


What do you do for kittens and young cats that have sore 
eyes? Are they worm infested? I have used 1% Aureo:nycin but 
it apparently does not do much good.

I would check the eyes for any abnormality of the eyelids, 
general physical condition and possibility of any parasites. Vita- 
mun A and Riboflavin might be helpful.

far his “investigations” have cost the 
Randolphs one electric toaster and two 
wristwatches.

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A CALL FOR UNITY 


With the several previous writers on this 
subject of over-riding importance, I should like 
to know the reasons why the five cat associ- 
ations now existing in the United States and 
Canada can not be or should not be combined. 
If there are reasons cogent enough to keep the 
field in disunity, what are they? 

If there are basic differences, then it is up to 
therofficers or board of each of the organizations 
to explain these basic differences. 

I am sure that CATS Magazine would print 
the reply of each organization, and then the 
average cat fancier would have actual infor- 
mation on which to act. While considerable 
time might be required to merge all five into 
one (and once the exact position of each associ- 
ation were published this might not prove to 
be desirable) perhaps a start could be made by 
combining any two whose aims coincide. 

One might assume that the present situation 
needs no improvement, but this is far from 
true. To be specific, two examples come readily 
to my mind. Cats and cat organizations do not 
get one hundredth of the publicity that is de- 
served. The New York Times and the Newark 
News print in their respective sport sections 
about twenty column-inches per week, week after 
week, year after year, announcing dog shows, 
results of dog shows, and pictures of champions. 
In contrast, cats shows are seldom publicized 
beforehand, and almost never are the results 
given. 

A united cat organization would have the 
publicity strength and the news value to secure 
a more equitable amount of publicity for its 
activities, 

Second is the gradual encroachment of re- 
strictive municipal ordinances: (1) limiting the 
number of cats per home, (2) taxing each cat, 
and (3) prohibition of catteries within munici- 
pality limits. Dr. Guy Bogart when he was 
president of National Cat Week usually took up 
the cudgels in cases of this kind, but now there 
seéms to be no one to fight for cat owners and 
cat fanciers. The strength of one national or- 
ganization is what is needed. 

Readers, please don’t hesitate: Let’s bring out 
the pros and cons of a united cat association 
with enthusiasm, but without rancor.

Possibly the summation of the appreci- 
ation of cat nature by the seventeenth 
century Dutch people is found in Jan 
Steen’s painting After the Drinking Bout. 
Here the central figure is a_ prostrate 
woman. But in the foreground is a little 
calico cat whose rounded back and 
haunches, through great art, express anx- 
ious inquiry and concern. 

Modern artists frequently depict the cat 
as the principal subject, and she is a 
favorite in advertising art either inci- 
dentally or as the central object. 

As to why she is not introduced more 
often into general paintings today, the 
answer is, I think, her charm. Horses 
and dogs in paintings can serve the func- 
tion of line and color against a landscape 
or an interior, but a cat in a painting is 
like a cat walking on a stage. There’s 
always the danger that she'll steal the 
show!

down the cat, stop the flow of blood from 
my hand and all the hubbub and furore 
that comes at a time like this, I over- 
heard several voices in the audience state 
that the cat is evidently a mean one and 
should be disqualified. However, he was a 
fine specimen and deserving of the win, 
so I did give him the win for he was well- 
behaved and we got along well together up 
to that fatal moment. 

If the person who wanted the picture 
had asked permission to take the picture 
the story could have had a happier ending. 
All people should be warned not to take 
pictures until the judge and the cat are 
prepared for a sudden blinding flash, in 
this way each of them has a chance. If the 
judge feels that the cat may not be recep- 
tive to having a photo taken she will in- 
form the person not to endanger the pro- 
ceedings. Some shows have an official pho- 
tographer for such a purpose and they 
know when and when not to take a picture. 
Furthermore, they usually have a high 
speed strobe light which is not as blinding 
a flash as those coming from a flash bulb. 
Persons other than these official photogra- 
phers should not and must not be per- 
mitted to indiscriminately flash their bulbs 
all over the room. (Show managers, please 
note). 

Even though it was nip and tuck for 
four days as to if I were to have a hand 
or not, I do not hold any animosity to the 
cat or its breeder. It was a good cat and 
results such as this incident produced can 
directly be blamed upon persons unaware 
of the havoc they can create in moments 
of poor judgment. But the best way to 
prevent accidents such as this is to keep all 
unofficial cameras out of the show rooms. 
Maybe I should not say all cameras for 
there is film that can be used with avail- 
able light which would not entail any 
danger. 

Will this unfortunate incident have any 
influence in causing me to give up judg- 
ing? No, it will not. I still have the confi- 
dence in the cats, their owners, and the 
shows. Ever since I had shown my first 
cat I had the desire to become a judge. 
Like all good judges, I have worked hard 
in reaching my goal and nothing can pre- 
vent my desire of traveling to distant 
cities to see all the lovely cats. You see, 
I love cats and want to be where they are 
for they have become an integral part of 
my life and to do without them is unthink- 
able. So, I will be seeing you sometime, 
somewhere—

Who but an editor of the New York 
Times would devote almost three full col- 
umns to the taking of pets on vacations? 
Nobody, but nobody . . . not even Cats 
Magazine. Bylined by Herbert Adler, here 
is a wealth of information for people who 
pamper pets. 

American Export Lines estimates that its 
liners, Independence and Constitution, have 
carried more than five thousand pets in the 
last eight years. Royal Dutch Airlines 
claims to have flown 50,000 pets since 
1947. The customs officials at Idlewild 
International Airport speak in the hun- 
dreds when counting the animals that pass 
through their control. It is suggested that 
the tourist check the health requirements 
of the countries he plans to visit. Each one 
has different quarantines or certificates 
needed to get a pet in and out. 

Small dogs and cats, if confined in a 
carrier no larger than eighteen inches, can 
generally be taken into the cabin of most 
airliners. Do check first however, for 
reservations for pets have to be made ahead 
of time. Quite a few lines will rent these 
carriers for around five dollars. You may 
be interested in knowing that cat and car- 
rier are classified as excess baggage no 
matter what the owner’s personal baggage 
weighs. 

The alternate flight for pets is general 
cargo. The animal will likely arrive at 
his destination within forty-eight hours. 
Again, a carrier must be used. 

The cost of this service is, of course, de- 
pendent on the miles traveled. One of the 
best known travel services for pets is the 
Bed Rock International, P. O. Drawer 
502, Westerly, Rhode Island. It will advise 
you of the health requirements of states 
and countries, prepare waybills and export 
documents and will make flight reserva- 
tions. 

The American Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals operates, at 
Idlewild Airport, a center known as 
Animalport. It is used by airlines when 
they have animals in their care for more 
than a few hours and need to feed or walk 
them. This organization will also take 
care of pets sent ahead until the owners 
arrive at the airport. Cats are boarded for 
only one dollar a day. 

Should you be considering a cruise, you 
may like to know that tabby too can enjoy 
the salt air—the Caribbean salt air no less, 
for about $24.00. Trans-Atlantic broaden- 
ing runs only ten dollars each way. For 
continental flavoring, my dear, that’s quite 
reasonable. 

And for this complete coverage, my 
good Times, we thank you. 

As traveling and women’s fashion seem 
to go in hand, the Dallas Times-Herald, 
whose fashion editor, Graydon Heartsill, 
admitted being hoaxed, did a good pub- 
licity job for the cat show held there. 

One of the committee members con- 
vinced the fashion columnist of that paper 
that cats certainly merit mention in that 
department. The big collar trend—?? Take 


a good look at the fabulous ruff on any 
Persian. Two-tone effects? Behold the 
Siamese. 

Does madam engage in the conflict re- 
garding the desirability of the shorthair 
over the longhair furs? The raccoon over 
the beaver? The Burmese over the Hima- 
layan? Interested in double texture fur? 
Consider then the Manx. The Abyssinian 
points up the tweedy look—the Domestic 
—the print, the multi-color in fascinating 
shade and color. 

Don’t ever let your cat give you that old 
routine we have been heard to cry on most 
occasions, “Simply haven’t a thing to 
wear.” 

One other story, a sheer delight of 
nothingness, concerns the show held in 
Dallas. Oliver Hailey had this following 
interview in the News. 

Mrs. Joe Levinson had dared to enter 
her cat, a “faded orange and white joker” 
in the Championship show in Dallas. 

“T figure I put up with him 363 days of 
the year, so he can behave himself and put 
up with this cat show for a couple of 
days,” she told Mr. Hailey. 

Mr. Levinson, despite his wife’s fond- 
ness for the feline, will only tolerate one 
cat in the home, so Mrs. Levinson went 
on to explain, “So I’m stuck with this 
little beauty. So I bring him to the show. 
It’s my only chance to be with other cats 
and cat lovers. Wrong Way Corrigan (the 
cat) does everything wrong, and I do 
mean everything.” 

She had entered him in the household 
pets division because she said it was the 
only place she had the nerve to enter him 
and felt she had to stretch a point to do 
that. The show’s official entry book listed 
him as a Red Tabby Persian Male Long- 
hair Household Pet. His owner laughed 
and added, 

“And I thought I was a liar. I’ve heard 
him called lots of things but never heard 
him called that. Now don’t get me wrong 
about the way I feel about this cat. I’ve 
taken him for four penicillin shots and 
never even had any myself. 

“T love cats so much, I’m sure I’ll come 
back as one. Only I’m afraid I could never 
learn to chase mice.” 

Finally, with a tender look at her cat, 
she smiled and said, 

“Ah, he’s really very lovable. Can he 
help it if he ain’t handsome?” 

What is it in a story that gives it the 
right to newspaper space . . . or makes 
other editors reprint it or makes 
readers reread it? It need not be world 
shattering, nor intellectually important, 
nor even a literary jewel. There is some- 
thing about people, warm wonderful peo- 
ple, living by love for man and beast, that 
turns a fact into a glow, and that is reason 
sufficient to give it light. jas.
